RADIO INTERVIEW 


By the Associated Press. 

NATAL, Brazil, Dec. 6.—Col. and 
Mrs. Charles A.' Lindbergh arrived 
here this afternoon, after a 1875- 
mile flight across the South Atlan- 
‘tic Ocean from Bathurst, Gambia, 
Africa. 

The great monoplane landed on 
the harbor here at 3:10 p. m. Bra- 
zilian time (12:00 p. m., St. Louis 
time). 


The flying Colonel and his wife, 
who was at the wireless on this, 
the second most important ocean 
journey he has made since the New 
York-to-Paris trip, crossed the 
South Atlantic in 16 hours and 10 
minutes. 

It was a leisurely journey, in 
which Lindbergh did not push his 
big plane, which is cupable of mak- 
ing 160 miles an hour. They took 
off from the harbor at Bathurst, 
Gambia, at 2 a. m. G. M. T. today 
(8 p. m. Tuesday St. Louis time). 
The average flying speed was 118 
miles an hour. 

“It was a fine trip with fine fly- 
ing conditions,’ said the Colonel. 
“We encountered occasional strong 
south winds.” 


A Holiday at Natal. 


The streets and docks were 
thronged with huge crowds of Bra- 
zilians, who had waited throughout 
the day for the arrival of the fa- 
mous American couple. 

By general agreement, all busi-

The flyers climaxed a careful and 
comprehensive survey of ocean air 
routes and terminals which pre- 
viously had taken them across the 
North Atlantic Ocean by way of 
Greenland, Iceland and the Faroe 
and Shetland Islands. 

Weather reports at the hour of 
take-off were favorable over the 
entire route, but the plane was not 
far on its journey before its wire.

“All Well” at Daybreak. 

Progress of the plane was regu- 
larly reported. The course Col. 
Lindbergh took was almost due 
southwest. 

Two hours out of Bathurst, Mrs, 
Lindbergh’s wireless reported “all 
well.” Fifty minutes, later she 
radioed her position and weather 
conditions—one-tenth overcast, an 
1l-mile wind off the tail, unlimited 
visibility and speed of about 116 
miles an hour. i 

Three and a half hours out of 
Bathurst the plane had gone 446 
miles and was flying at an alti- 
tude of 1200 feet. 

The gun -had crept up behind 
them and the plang was speeding 
smoothly through te dawn when 
squalls appeared in the flyers’ path. 
No note of worry, however, came 
from the plane as Mrs. Lindbergh 
messaged at 12:27 a. me (St. Louis 
time): 

“Skies overcast, weather squally. 
Visibility three miles. Daybreak. 
All well.” 

Followed a True Course. 


These squalls were quickly 
passed, but others lay ahead. At 
2:15 a. m. the wireless mentioned 
“frequent squalls.” The plane at 
that hour—five hours and 15 min- 
utes out of Bathurst—was 630 miles 
on its way. 

Although mentioning squalls, 
Mrs. Lindbergh reported the _ sea 
calm and no wind. It was shortly 
after this hour that the plane en- 
tered the zone between the north 
and south trade winds. That 
phase of the journey found the 
plane roaring through still air. 

At 2:17 a. m. the plane was 745

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 6.—De- 


feat of the State Senate’s effort to 
authorize the reopening of old-time 
saloons was virtually certain today,

Legislature late yesterday. 

In substance the Senator told the 
Legislature, which is overwhelm- 
ingly Democratic in both branches, 
that, if it passed the Senate bill it 
would violate the party’s campaign 
platform pledge to prevent the 
“open saloon” and the pledge of 
virtually every Democratic candi- 
date for important office in the 
last election. He based his oppo 
sition practically altogether on a 
position that a Democratic Legis- 
lature was morally bound to carry 
out the party’s platform. 

The Senate bill, which was per- 
fected early yesterday morning, 
will be taken up for passage tomor- 
row, but leaders were undecided 
whether to attempt a reconsidera- 
tion of its saloon provisions or 
whether it should be passed with 
the ctation that it would be 
noticeably disturbed by the effect 
of the Senator's, speech, which was 
applauded by House members. It 
has been the general opinion that 
the House would not agree to the 
Senate’s stand. 

‘Senator Clark did not specifical- 
ly mention the Senate bill, but he 
opposed the passage of an “open 
saloon” bill, which is an exact de- 
scription of the Senate measure. 
He deviated from the unwritten 
rule that invited speakers should 
not discuss pending legislation. He 
talked only 15 minutes, but, with 
the exception of a few brief pleas- 
antries, his speech was entirely on 
the liquor legislation. 

Party Platform Pledges. 

“Perhaps I should - not discuss 
matters which you are considering 
as legislators,” he said, “but I feel 
that I would be shirking my duty 
if I did not give you my views on 
liquor legislation. You are my con- 
stituents and I am your constitu- 
ent. . 

“I was one of the first candi- 
dates for public office who took an 
unequivocal stand for repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment. I spoke in 
more than 100 counties, more than 
half of which were considered dry 
counties, and I told my audiences 
plainly that the eighteenth amend- 
ment had been a ghastly failure.

tive to the smaller banks through- 
out the country. 

He has conferred a number of 
times with New York Clearing, 
House officers, dnd during a recent 
trip through the South made ad- 
dresses explaining the plan. 

After his trip Jones said clearing 
houses in large cities, including 
New York, Pittsburgh, Houston and 
Memphis, had notified the corpo- 
ration of their approval. 

The administration plan, as ex- 
plained by Jones, is to get the 
banks into a position where they 
will have adequate funds to lend 
to business for spreading employ- 
ment and building up purchasing 
power. It is hoped that with the 
added capital many of the smaller 
banks will be more free in making 
loans, and also some that otherwise

National City Bank 
To Cut Capital Funds 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—A reduc- 
tion of $56,500,000 in capital funds 
has been undertaken by the Na- 
tional City Bank, second largest in 
the country, for the purpose of 
writing down all known losses. 

This was announced yesterday by 
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Whereas, the Congress of the 
United States in second ses 
sion of the Seventy-second 
Congress, begun at Washing- 
ton on the 5th day of Decem- 
ber in the year 1932, adopted a 
resolution in the words and fig- 
ures following: to wit: 

“Joint resolution proposing an 
amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States. 

“Resolved, by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in 
Congress assembled (two-thirds 
of each House concurring there- 
in), that the following arti- 
cle is hereby proposed as an 
amendment to the Constitution 
of the United- States, which 
shall be valid to ail intents and 
purposes as part of the Consti- 
tution when ratified by con- 
ventions in three-fourths of the 
several states: 


“ ‘Article ; 

*‘Section 1. The eighteenth 
article of amendment to the 
Constitution of the United 
States is hereby repealed. - 

“‘Sec. 2. The transportation 
or importation into any state, 
territory or possession of the 
United States for delivery or 
use therein of intoxicating liq- 
uors, in violation of the laws 
thereof, is hereby prohibited. 

“‘Sec. 3. This article shall 
be inoperative unless it shall 
have been ratified as an 
amendment to the Constitution 
by conventions in the several 
states, as provided in the Con- 
stitution, within seven years 
from the date of the submission 
hereof to the states by the Con- 
gress.’” 

Whereas, Section 217 (A) of the 
act of Congress, entitled “An act 
to encourage national industrial 
recovery, to foster competition, 
and to provide for the con- 
struction of certain useful pub- 
lic works, and for other pur- 
poses” approved June 16, 1933, 
provides as follows: 

“Sec. 217 (A) The President 
shall proclaim the date of —— 

“1. The close of the first fiscal 
year ending June 30 of 
any year after the year 1933, 
during which the total receipts 
of the United States (excluding 
public-debt receipts) exceed its 
total expenditures (excluding 
public debt expenditures other 
than those chargeable against 
such receipts), or 

“2. The repeal of the eight- 
eenth amendment to the Consti- 
tution, whichever is the ear- 
lier.” 

Whereas it appears from a 
certificate issued Dec. 5, 1933, 
by the Acting Secretary of 
State that official notices have 
been received in the Depart-

‘ Furthermore, I enjoin upon 
all citizens of the United States 
and upon others resident with- 
in the jurisdiction thereof, to 
co-operate with the Government 
in its endeavor to restore great- 
er respect for law and order, | 
by confining such purchases of 
alcoholie beverages as they may 
make solely to those dealers or 
agencies which have been duly 
licensed by State or Federal li- 
cense. 


Observance of this request, 
which I make personally to 
every famity in our nation, will 
result in the consumption of 
alcoholic heverages which have 
passed Federal inspection, in 
the break-up and eventual de- 
struction of the notoriously evil 
illicit liquor traffic, and in‘ the 
payment of reasonable taxes for 
the support of Government and 
thereby in’ the superseding of 
other forms of taxation. 


I call specific attention to the| } 


authority given by the twenty- 
. first amendment to the Govern- 
ment to prohibit transportation 
or importation of intoxicating 
liquors into any state in viola- 
tion of the laws of such state. 
I ask the whole-hearted co- 
operation of all our citizens to 
the end that this return of in- 
dividual freedom shall not be 
accompanied by the repugnant 
conditions that obtained prior 
to the adoption of the eight- 
eenth amendment and those that 
have existed since its adoption. 
Failure to do this honestly and 
courageously will be a living 
reproach to us all. 
Against Return of Saloon. 


I ask especially that no state 
shall by law or otherwise au- 
thorize the return of the saloon 
either in its old form or in 
some modern guise. 

The policy of the Govern- 
ment will be to see to it that 
the social and political evils 
that have existed in the pre- 
prohibition era shall not be 
revived nor permitted again to 
exist. We must .remove for- 
ever from our midst the men- 
ace of the bootlegger and such 
others as would profit at the 
expense of good government, 
law and order. 

I trust in the good sense of 
the American people that they 
will not bring upon themselves 
the curse of excessive use of in- 
toxicating liquors, to the detri- 
ment of health, morals and so- 
cial integrity. 

The objective we seek through 
a national policy is the educa- 
tion of every citizen towards a 
greater temperance throughout 
the nation. 

In witness whereof, I have 
hereunto set my hand and 
caused the seal of the United 
States to be affixed. 

Done at the city of Washing- 
ton this fifth day of December, 
in the year of our Lord, nine- 
teen hundred and thirty-three, 
and of the independence of the 
United States of America the 
one hundred and fifty-eighth.

This difference added 
to the $56,000,000 capital reduction 
means that approximately $80,000,- 
000 will be employed in writing off 
the bank’s losses. 

The recapitalization plan of Na- 
tional City must be approved by 
holders of two-thirds of the out- 
standing common shares. A meet- 
ing to vote on the proposition has 
been called for Jan. 9 next. While 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration has agreed to take the en- 
tire issue of preferred stock, hold- 
ers of common shares will be per- 
mitted to subscribe to any part of 
it before the January meeting. 


New Structure of Bank. 


This will be the largest issue of 
Dank preferred stock made in 
furtherance of the credit expansion 
program, with the exception of the 
$50,000,000 issue recently sold _ to 
the R. F. C. by the Continental IIli- 
nois National Bank & Trust Co. of 
Chicago. 

After recapitalization the Nation- 
al City Bank would have preferred 
stock of $50,000,000 par value, com- 
mon of $77,500,000 par value, sur- 
plus of $30,000,000 undivitied profits 
of $5,000,000, and unallocated re- 
serves of more than $40,000,000. 

This compares with the previous 
setup, shown in the statement of 
Oct. 25, of common stock of- $124,- 
000,000 par value, surplus of $40,- 
000,000, undivided profits of $4,784,- 
031, and reserves for contingencies 
of $63,840,943. : 

The National City Bank divorced 
the National City Co., its securities 
affiliate, early this year, and the 


latter changed its name to the City 
Co. of New York and moved to 


offices outside the bank. Liquida- 
tion of the concern has since been 
in progress. 

The National City, according to 
its statement of Oct. 25, last, had 
assets totaling $1,448,449,844. The 
Chase National ranks first.

$35,000,000 MORE 
REVENUE SOUGHT 
BY TAK CHANGES 


House Sub-Committee Of- 
fers 30, Supplementing 
Those Designed to Pro- 
duce $235,000,000. -

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Thirty 
additional changes in the revenue 
act estimated to yield an additional 
annual $35,000,000 to the Government 
were proposed today by a House 
Ways and Means Subcommittee. 
This supplements the subcommit- 
tee’s report to the full committee 
yesterday in which it proposed re- 
visions and additions calculated by 
members to return another $235.- 
000,000 to the Government each year. 
One of the most important addi- 
tions recommended today would 
deny losses to be taken in the case 
of sales or exchanges of property 
between members of a family, or 
between a shareholder and a cor- 
poration in which such shareholder 
owns a majority of the voting stock. 
“Many instances,” the subcommit- 
tee reported, “have been brought to 
light where transactions have taken 
place for the sole purpose of taking 
a loss for income tax purposes. 

“It is believed that the recom- 
mendation of the subcommittee, if 
followed, will effectually close this 
opportunity for tax avoidance.” 


To Prevent Tax Evasion. 
While a majority of the changes 
proposed today were minor, several 
of them were designated to supple- 
ment previous recommendations to 
close up gaps in the law and pre- 
vent wealthy persons from avoid- 
ing income and surtaxes. 

Several] such instances have been 
disclosed in the Senate Banking 
Committee’s investigation. 

Another change proposed would 
force taxpayers to report their 
gambling gains if they desire to de- 
duct their gambling losses. 

“Under the present practice,” the 
subcommittee said, “many taxpay- 
ers take deductions for gambling 
losses but fai] to report gambling 
gains.” 


Still another important sugges- 
tion was that a liquidating dividend 
be treated as a sale of stock. Pro- 
vision would be made that the 
amount of gain to a shareholder be 
taxed as an ordinary dividend to 
the extent that it represents a dis- 
tribution of earnings or profits, and 
as a gain from sale of property to 
the extent that it does not repre- 
sent such a distribution. 

“This will prevent the large 
shareholder,” the subcommittee re- 
ported, “from escaping the surtax 
on the earnings of the corporation 
and will also relieve the small share- 
holder from payment of the normal 
tax on liquidating distributions out 
of earnings or profits.” 

The committee also would deny a 
deduction to a domestic corpora- 
tion for any dividends received 
from foreign corporations and deny 
to any individual receiving such 
dividends the exemption from nor- 
mal tax. 


Watch Stock Deals. 


The sub-committee recommended 
that every corporation be required 
to file information returns as to 
dividends paid to any one person 
in an amount exceeding $1000 an- 
nually, and to require every ex- 
change broker dealing in stocks 
and bonds to file statements show- 
ing the names, addresses, and gross 
business transacted with persons 
whose gross business exceeds $100,- 
000. 
This recommendation was made, 
the subcommittee said, in view of 
recent disclosures concerning Stock 
Exchange practices. 

Another proposal would eliminate 
a section in existing law providing 
that in the case of the sale of 
mines and oil or gas well, where the 
principal value of the property has 
been demonstrated by prospecting 
done by the taxpayer, the tax at- 
tributable to such sale shall not 
exceed 16 per cent of the selling 
price. : 

The sub-committee said this pro- 
vision has inserted in the law “ap- 
parently as a subsidy to encourage 
the devolpment of new mines and 
oil wells,” but that in the present 
state of over-production there was 
no need to continue this subsidy.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Dec. 6.—Four 
more men were held at police head- 
quarters here today ror questioning 
in connection with the lynching of 
Lioyd Warner, Negro, last week. 
Their detention brings to six the 
number of persons held in connec- 
tion with the lynching. No charges 
had been filed today. 

They are to be questioned by Wil- 
liam O. Sawyers, Assistant Attor- 
ney-General, who is in charge of 
the State’s investigation of the 
mob’s action. I] canwhile Sawyers 
was busy col:ccting the names of 
50 witnesses he plans to have ex- 
amined in a grand jury investiga- 
tion of the lynching to start Mon- 
day. 

Carl Fisher, 24 years old, the first 
person arrested in connection with 
the lynching, had a special guard 
at the county jail today, following 
his request for special protection. 
He told authorities that fellow 
prisoners had threatened him be- 
cause of their belief he had given 
investigators information. Fisher 
is aWaiting sentence on his plea of 
guilty to a charge of receiving a 
pistol stolen from the office of 
Sheriff Otto Theisen the night of 
the lynching. 

Sawyers said last night the police 
had in custody the man who poured

Fisher named Walter Garton, 43- 
year-old war veteran and transient, 
as having been one of the mob lead- 
.ers. Arrested, Garton, police said. 
admitted he was around the jail 
but also denied participation in the 
attack or lynching.

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Wine and Liquor Prices 
To Be High in Hotels 


Printed Lists in St. Louis Show Increases Up 
to 100 Pct. Over Pre-Prohibition 
Charges. 


When sale of hard liquor is le- 
galized ix Missouri—thise may be 
several weeks in the future—down- 
town hotels will be ready to serve 
a full assortment of drinks, at 
prices materially higher than those 
of pre-prohibition days. 

Wine and spirit lists have been 
prepared by the managements of 
the principal hotels, and are being 


printed and circulated, with the 
announcement that the goods are 
not on sale until a State law au- 
thorizing their sale shall have been 
placed in effect. Then, and not 
until then, can customers “buy 
now” in the bars, or dining rooms, 
as the law may provide, of the 
hotels. : 

The printed lists of Hotel Jeffer- 
son, and of the Mayfair and Lennox 
Hotels, were open to inspection to- 
day. Comparison of their prices 
with those shown in a pre-prohibi- 
tion list of the Jefferson, and with 
a wine list of Tony Faust’s Broad- 
way-Elm cafe in its last days, in 
1910, shows a doubling of some 
prices, and an upward movement 
of nearly all. 

Extra Dry, Extra High. 

In imported champagnes, G. H. 
Mumm & Co. is now priced at $7 
a quart bottle, $3.50 a pint bottle. 
Most of the Mumm brands shown 
in the old lists were $5 a quart. 
Pommery & Greno, now $7. a quart 
bottle, was $4.50 formerly, and 
Veuve Cliquot has had the same 
increase. Cook’s Imperial, St. Louis- 
made champagne, is now $4 a quart 
bottle and $2.25 a pint, whereas it 
was formerly $2 and $1. 

Of imported Rhine wines, the 
Anheuser & Fehrs Ruedesheimer 
is now priced at $3 a quart bottle, 
or twice the former quotation of 
$1.50. Zeltinger, a Moselle brand, 
has increased from $1.50 to $2.50 a 
quart. California wines have risen 
from 75 cents and $1 a quart to 
$1.50 and $2. 

Comparison of whisky prices 
shows that Canadian Club, which 
before prohibition was $2.25 a quart, 
is now $5.50. By the drink, the 
new prices for straight Bourbon 
are 20 to 35 cents a pony, 25 to 50 
cents a drink, the last-named price 
being for a drink of Gaines Old 
Crow, 1916. 

Imported Gin Scarce. 


} Under the head of cordials, ab-

Most of the liquor on sale at 
illicit places was recognizable as 
the familiar bootleg product, with 
some admixture of prescription 
whisky. 

In East St. Louis and Granite 
City, where no State law restrained 
the sale of intoxicants, the quality 
of the goods on sale was deplored 
by some visitors who had crossed 
the river with high hopes. East 
St. Louis dealers complained that 
they had expected to get a supply 
of “good stuff” from St. Louis dis- 
tributers, but that the latter had 
disappointed them, not caring to 
take the chance of violating the 
still existent Missouri bone-dry law. 


Many salesmen for distributing 
concerns in Chicago, Peoria and 
other places visited the East St. 
Louis retailers, and assured them 
that their orders would be filled 
at an early day. 

Some uncertainty has been ex- 
pressed by lawyers as to the legal- 
ity of liquor sales anywhere, s0 
long as the Volstead act remains on 
the Federal statute books. On this 
point, Judge George M. Bourquin 
of the Federal District Court of 
Montana, said a few weeks ago that 
the Volstead law would remain in 
effect until formally repealed by 
Congress. 


Opinion of Judge Faris. 


Federal Judge Faris of St. Louis, 
commenting on this in a case which 
came before him a few days after- 
ward, said that the Volstead law 
would be in effect only “until the 
Constitution is jerked out from un- 
der it” by repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment. Without the amend- 
ment, he said, no constitutional 
power would remain with the Fed- 
eral Government to prohibit liquor 
sajes in tho various states. A test 
case in any jurisdiction would prob- 
ably bring a decision that the Vol- 
stead act is unconstitutional, and if 
no one cares to bring a test case, 
the act will lapse into desuetude.

Board in Action Against 
Dr. Robert Lentine. 


Revocation of the physician's  Ili- 
cense of Dr. Robert Lentine of St. 
Louis, by the State Board of Health, 
after he had served a jail sentence 
in Illinois for participation in a 
medical “diploma mill,” was sus- 
tained today by Division No. 1 of 
the Missouri Supreme Court. 


The board oked Lentine’s Ii- 
cense @ 11, 1930, on evidence 
that ntine had been convicted in 


Chicago of having a part in the 
sale of fraudulent medical diplo- 
mas to applicants for license to 
practice medicine. Lentine had been 
licensed as a physician in Missouri 
in 1929, through a court proceed- 
ing, after the Board of Health 
ruled he had failed to pass an ex- 
amination. 

Lentine served a two-month sen- 
tence in jail under the Illinois con- 
viction. 

Commissioner Charles L. Fergu- 
son, who wrote the opinion adopted 
by the Court, overruled claims of 
Lentine’s attorney that charges of 
“unprofessional and dishonorable 
conduct,” and of “bad moral char- 
acter” in the formal complaint filed 
before the board, were vague and 
did not constitute a cause of action, 
under the law. The attorney’ con- 
tended Lentine was not guilty of 
acts as a licensed physician, under 
the medical law, which would give 
the board any jurisdiction to revoke 
his license. 

The Commissioner held the law 
was broad enough to cover the of- 
fense charged against Lentine, and 
that the board was fully within its 
jurisdiction in revoking the license. 

“It would not be practicable to 
the carrying out of the wholesome 
purpose of the statute,” the Com- 
missioner said, “to undertake to 
catalogue, iist or specify each and 
every act or case of conduct whith 
would, or under what circum- 
stances, constitute bad moral char- 
acter or unprofessional and dishon- 
orable conduct. We do not think 
the Legislature intended to do so.” 

The four Judges of Division No.1 
concurred in the opinion.

Many farmers and stock raisers 
of Illinois and Missouri are doubt- 
ful that the Government’s crop and 
hog reduction campaign will result 
in the decreases expected, because 


corn and wheat crops will be larger 
than this year’s yield in spite of the 
Government’s plans, some pre- 
dicted. 

One of the major criticisms by 
practical farmers is that wheat 
growers who did not sign a con- 
tract to reduce acreage 15 per cent 
are planting more wheat than be- 
fore, expecting increased market 
prices and profits as result of the 
Government's program. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
announced Oct. 26 that wheat farm- 
ers had signed up the equivalent 
of about 80 per cent of the average 
national seeded wheat acreage. 
But the farmer, as a result of his 
closer perspective of actual condi- 
tions, points out that the 15 per 
cent acreage reduction the signer 
agreed on was naturally his poorest 
land and his agreement does not 
mean 15 per cent less of his yield 
in bushels of wheat, because he 
kept his richest-yielding acreage in 
the 85 per cent planted. 

Some farmers also say there were 
false statements made, when con- 
tracts were signed, of acres under 
wheat cultivation during the last 
three to five years, in order to build 
up the average individual qu»ta. 
The statements of past yield were 
accepted in most counties by the 
wheat control committee, the. 
names and quotas published, and’ 
the figures accepted unless com- 
plaint was made.

DETROIT, Mich., Dec. 6—Gerard 


Swope’s proposed plan for indus- 
trial control came in for criticism 
during the concluding sessions here 
yesterday of the Catholic Confer- 
ence'on Industrial problems. Speak- 
ers criticised the plan on the ground 
that it fell short of the standards 
set in the encyclicals of Popes Leo 
XIII and Pius XI. 

“The Swope plan was intended to 
get up an organized plutocracy in 
the United States,” asserted | the 
Rev. R. A. McGowan, Washington, 
Assistant Director of the Social Ac- 
tion Department of the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference. “We 
don't want the Swope plan because 
we can’t get all that the encyclicals 
require,” he continued. “Represent- 
atives of the employes must be on 
the controlling boards and the Gov- 
ernment must have a supervisory 
hand on the whole thing.” 

Dr. J. E. Hagerty, Columbus, O., 
national president of the confer- 
ence, said that while the Swope plan 
coincides in most respects with the 
plan for reorganizing industry pro- 
posed by Pope Pius XI, the’ Pope 
“apparently would give employes an 
equal share in controlling indus- 


try. 

Dr. Hagerty said that the Na- 
tional Industrial Recovery Act was 
not carrying out the recommenda- 
tions of the encyclical of Pope Pius 
XI. He added, however, that “the 
NRA program comes nearer to 
carrying out the industrial teach- 
ings of the great pontiffs, Pius 
and Leo, than any acts of legisla- 
tion or programs of Government 
in ancient or modern times.”

JOBE NAZI BOOSTERS 


Von Papen’s Paper Calls for 
Spreading of Propaganda in 
Foreign Lands. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Dec. 6—Appealing di- 
rectly to Americans of German de- 
scent to make propaganda for 
Germany, the Germania, organ of 
Vice-Chancellor Franz von Papen 
has listed what it calls “instructions 
for Germans abroad.” 

In a long discussion wherein the 
value of propaganda is stressed, the 
paper urges each German-speaking 
person abroad to become a bearer 
of the “new Reich’s idea.” 

Reciting -successes achieved by 
France in its Balkan propaganda 
policies, the newspaper says Ger- 
many can accomplish the same 
things by the same methods, 

“Propaganda for Germany is a 
question of honor and duty,” it is 
said. “The German abroad must 
become the speaking ‘tube for 
Germany, he must recount the will 
to live, the will to work, of the 
German people.” 

The paper says this is particu- 
larly necessary in districts taken 
from Germany by the provisions of 
the treaties. 

“Not only in these districts,” the 
paper says, “but also wherever 
Germans live in more or less good 
understanding with the host na- 
tion, as for example in America, 
where many Germans have pos 
sessed citizenship for generations.” 

Germans abroad are advised by 
the paper to assemble contracts for 
German industry, concentrating on 
collecting contracts covering an en- 
tire branch of industry. : 

Discussing the possibility of us- 
ing advertising lineage as pressure 
on editorial opinion the paper con- 
tinues: 

“In similar fashion must the ad- 
vertising placement be centralized. 
It is to be regretted, but neverthe- 
less true, that a number of German 
firms, without knowing it, adver- 
tise in some foreign newspapers 
whose reading texts engage in the 
nastiest rantings against Germany. 

“It must be possible here to group 
all German industries together for 
|the purpose of joint advertising in- 
sertions. German-speaking people 
abroad could form central offices to 
deliver the lineage. 

“Only through this united action 
in handling insertions can the com- 
plete economic power be used as a 
soft, but successful, pressure (druck- 
mittel) upon political tendency 
which, from the German side, would 
be rewarded by orders to consid- 
erate newspapers. 

“With a strong and courageous 
subsidy from the homeland, the 
German abroad will become the 
best propagandist of Germany and 
fulfil] his duty with success.” 

The article concludes that the 
propaganda campaign “was neces- 
sary to win back lost or neglected 
sympathies. In this peaceful field

IGKES ATTACKS 
UTILITY LOBBY AT 


Legislature Is Preventing 
Smaller Cities From Get- 
ting Grants for Municipal 
Plants, He Says.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Charg- 
ing that the public utility lobby at 
Jefferson City has killed in com- 
mittee proposed legislation to au- 
thorize municipalities of less than 
75,000 population to issue revenue 
bonds for the construction of mu- 
nicipally owned public utilities, Pub- 
lic Works Administrator Ickes has 
instructed Col. Hugh Miller, Pub- 
lic Works engineer for Missouri, 
to carry the fight directly to the 
people. | 

In a blunt letter to Col. Miller, 
Ickes said that at present it is dif- 
ficult, if not impossible. for the Fed- 
eral Government to help the small- 
er municipalities to obtain their 
own public utilities. The letter, 
written Nov. 28, was as follows: 

“My Dear Col. Miller: 

“Referring to your letter of Nov. 
20 regarding the pending Legisla- 
ture in Missouri, I am advised that 
such legislation falls into two cate- 
gories. The first is confined to a 
proposal for a $15,000,000 bond issue 
for use primarily for construction 
of penal and eleemosynary institu- 
tions. This is entirely a question 
of local policy with which I feel 
the Public Works Administration 
should not concern itself. 

“The second part of the legisla- 
tive program embraces enabling 
legislation authorizing municipali- 
ties with a population of less than 
75,000 to issue revenue bonds for 
the construction of municipally 
owned utilities. I understand that 
cities with a populaticn in excess 
of 75,000 already possess such 
power. | 

“I am informed that several of 
the bills have been killed in com- 
mittee within the last day or two 
and that the opposition to these 
bills was confined almost solely to 
a utility lobby. While it is the pol- 
icy of this administration not to 
interfere with local questions, I feel 
that the people of Missouri should 
be advised that the Public Works 
Administration is ready and will- 
ing to aid in financing the con- 
struction of municipally owned util- 
ities which meet with its engineer-

“Perhaps, the utility lobby is suc- 
ceeding because the metropolitan 
press has not advised the electorate 
of the situation. I understand that 
there are liberal newspapers in 
your larger cities which are sym- 
pathetic with the municipalities in 
their struggles against the utilities. 
The trouble probably is that these 
newspapers are not carrying on an 
active campaign for the legislation 
because the larger municipalities 
already possess the power to issue 
revenue bonds, 

“Perhaps, if the cause of the 
legislative impasse is brought to 
the attention of the electorate, the 


legislators will free themselves 
from the influence of the utility 
lobby. 


“While it is not the function of 
the Public Works Administration 
or of the State Advisory Boards to 
force Federal funds upon unwilling 
borrowers, I feel that we owe a 
duty to the people to explain where 
the real responsibility rests and to 
advise them that the applications 
of municipalities desiring to con- 
struct utilities will receive every 
consideration from the Public 
Works Administration if their leg- 
islative representatives will enact 
the legislation necessary to enable 
such municipalities to issue rev- 
enue bonds. 

“The Washington correspondents 
of the Missouri newspapers will be 
advised by me why under the ex- 
isting state of law it is impossible 
to allocate any funds to the smaller 
Missouri municipalities for the con- 
struction of municipally owned 
utilities except where the munici 
pality is In a position to issue gen- 
eral obligation bonds.”

Gloria obtained a role, 


RELIEF CAMP CARES 
FOR 37 TRANSIENTS 


Men Get Clean Clothes, Three 
Meals a Day, and 
Work. 


Thirty-one men who drifted into 
the city via box-cars and the open 


road during the last month or who 
have loafed in the city’s “jungles,” 
are now living in a transient camp 
in the county, where they have 


clean clothes, razors and _ tooth 
brushes, three meals and six hours’ 
work a day, and where they can 
come and go as they please. 

When the camp, which has been 
established in the commodious 
buildings of a poultry farm, is fin- 
ished, it will have room for 250 
and can be expanded to hold 500. 
The camp, operated by the Citi- 
zens’ Committee on Relief and Un- 
employment, is southwest of the 
intersection of Clayton and Kehrs 
Mill roads and adjoins a 70-acre 
farm run by the Bureau for Home- 
less Men. 

Yesterday there were 11 newcom- 
ers, some of them just over the 
age limit of 17 years. They 
changed into warm winter under- 
wear, flannel shirts and overalls 
just in time for dinner at 5 o’clock. 
Dinner was Government pork, 
sweet potatoes and corn bread and 
butter, bread pudding and coffee 
or milk. 

Bridge, Poker, Solitaire. 

After dinner the new men played 
rummy, the older ones bridge and a 
three-handed solitaire game they 
invented themselves. Later there 
Was a poker ganue. 

“The reason I like it out here,” 
blurted one of the men, “is that if 
the men ain’t satisfied the road is 
open for them. They know how 
they came here and they know how 
they can go.” 

Almost all the men are vehement 
in expressing their liking for the 
place. There was “Heavy” Drain, 
who used to run a trucking busi- 
ness in San Francisco. 

“This place is a Godsend,” Heavy 
shouted. “We aren’t quite settled 
down yet, we’ve been under a ten- 
sion so long we don’t know how to 
relax. 

“We're just getting rid of all the 
bumps and knocks we've taken. 
This is charity, of course, and I’ve 
been fighting charity until now, but 
here we at least work for what we 
get. It was the only thing left. If 
you had a few nickels saved up, 
somebody went South with them.” 

Long Arguments on Drink. 

After Heavy’s discourse, the ses- 
sion turned to more convivial 
topics. For every two devoted 
drinkers there were two who never 
drank at all. And that produced 
long arguments. But none seemed 
particularly excited that prohibition 
had been repealed. 

The camp is in charge of 8S. A. 
Shappell. He said: “The men come 
here voluntarily. This is their home 
and they do the things to make it 
their home. They do all the work 
themselves. They work six hours a 
day, five days a week, but while 
we're getting the place in shape 
most of them have been working 
eight to 12 hours. The only restric- 
tion is that they must be here at 
night. 

“The men here row have been 
forced on the road. There are no 
profess)-nals yet, but I expect them 
in the neat bunch. They’re entitled 
to our help as much as anybody.” 

The men get all new equipment, 
including towels, blankets, and 
sweaters, when they arrive at the 
camp. If they leave they must re- 
turn only the surplus clothes they 
have. All had a physical examina- 
tion before going out. 

As soon as the camp is in full 
swing, Shappell will add classes in 
all the trades, and in current his- 
tory and literature. His aim is to 
make as many of the men as pos- 
sible fit to return into normal life.

ELECTRIC UTILITY EXECUTIVES 
APPROVE DRAFT FOR CODE 


Proposed Permanent Agreement 
Now Will Be Submitted to 
Officials at Washington. 

Representatives of the electric 
light and power industry of the 
United States, in a meeting last 
night at Hotel Jefferson, approved 
a draft of a permanent NRA code 
for the industry. Its terms will 
not be made public until it has been 
submitted to officials at Washing- 
ton, who must approve it before it 
becomes effective. 

It is expected that a hearing will 
be held on ‘the code in Washington 
within the next two weeks. The 
tone of discussions at the meeting 
indicated possible controversy over 
some of the provisions. It was 
generally understood that the code 
was drafted so as to apply restric- 
tive measures to publicly owned 
electric plants as well as to those 
privately owned. 

The meeting here was called by 
the Edison Electric Institute, a na- 
tional association of electric utility 
companies, but was open to all 
whether members or not. About 
400 operating executives attfended. 
The presiding officer was George 
B. Cortelyou, president of the Con- 
solidated Gas Co. of New York, and 
president of the institute.

The St. Louis Medical Society last

William Berberich, president of 
Berberich Hotels, Inc., operators of 
the Marquette Hotel, Highteenth 
street and Washington avenue, was 
named receiver for the hotel yes- 
terday, after filing of a receiver- 
ship suit by the General American 
Life Insurance Co., which holds a 
$350,000 mortgage against the prop- 
erty. 

Berberich’s appointment was with 
the consent of the insurance com- 
pany, which is the successor of the 
Missouri State Life Insurance Co.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wallace today 
approved the contract to be offered 
farmers for participation in the 
$350,000,000 corn-hog production ad¢ 
justment plan and appointed com- 
mittees in six Middle-Western 
states to work for success of the 


plan. 

Wallace urged the chairmen of 
committees in Iowa, Nebraska, Min- 
nesota, Missouri, South Dakota and 
Indiana to convene their commit- 
tees immediately to plan the cam- 
paign organization work.

The producer also agrees to reduce 
in 1934 the number of litters far- 
rowed 25 per cent below the annual 
average number of litters owned by 
him between Dec. 1, 1931, and Dec. 
1, 1933, and to reduce the number 
of hogs produced for market in 
1934 litters 25 per cent below the 
annual average during the last two 
years, 

Signers of the contract also agree 
not to increase in 1934 the total 
acreage of crop planted for har- 
vest, the acreage planted for each 
crop, the total acreage of feed 
crops other than corn and hay, the 
number of any kind of livestock 
other than hogs designated as a 
| basic commodity in the Agricultur- 
al Adjustment Act. 

The contract also stipulates that 
signers shall not increase the ag- 
gregate corn acreage on other land 
they own not covered by reduction 
contract, and that they shall pro- 
hibit the use of contracted acreage 
for anything except pasture, soil 
improvement, erosion prevention, 
fallowing, weed eradication or 
planting of timber.

members of the Senate Municipal 
Corporation Committee. 
The protest meeting was held in 
the hall of the House of Represen- 
tatives by the recently organized 
Missouri Association Supporting 
Senate Bills Numbers 7, 8, 9 and 
10. These bills, successfully  op- 
posed so far by the utility lobby, 
would make it easier for munici- 
palities of less than 75,000 popu- 
lation to establish municipaglly- 
owned electric, gas and water util- 
ity plants and to build sewer sys- 
tems. 

Initiative Vote Proposed. 
Immediate action to submit the 
measures to voters of the State 
through the initiative, if the Senate 
refuses to bring the bills out in the 
open for.a record vote, was urged 
by Mayor E. A. Shannon of Mex- 
ico. Shannon said the initiative pe- 
titions could be circulated in the 
next few weeks, to place the pro- 
posal on the ballot of the 1934 gen- 
eral election, or an earlier special 
election if one could be called.

REVISING THE INCOME TAX LAWS. 

Testimony before the Senate Banking and Cur 
rency Committee has served many excellent purposes, 
among them disclosure of the necessity for revising 
the income tax laws of the United States. » 

It has been a shock to the country to learn that 
those best able to pay income taxes oftentimes have 
a means of getting out of it. Thus, in the Mitchell 
case, the way in which the tax was Avoided so palpa- 
bly violated the spirit of the law that the Govern: 
ment prosecuted Mitchell upon a criminal charge. 
The trial resulted in an acquittal, as we were con- 
vinced it would. It is impossible, when the system 
is wrong, successfully to prosecute the individual for 
doing what many are doing. Jurors do not like to be 
in the scapegoat business. 

Had the. Government contented itself with an at- 
tempt to collect from Mitchell the taxes out of which 
it had been cheated by his artifice, the outcome of 
the case might have been very different. It could 
have put innumerable tax dodgers into such a posi- 
tion that they would have come in running. Happily, 


‘the Government has now adopted this course in the 


Mitchell case. Had it done so in the first instance, 
even Morgan and his 19 partners, who paid no income 
taxes to Uncle Sam in two years, might have felt 
constrained to set legalisms aside and do a little 
better than that. The manner:in which at least some 
of them took losses at the expense of Federal reve 
nue was all of a piece with Mr. Wiggin’s device of 
incorporating himself several times in Canada. 
Most of these practices fall into the category of 
what is known before the House Ways and Means 
Committee as the “incorporated pocketbook.” It would 
have been far wiser had we patterned our income tax 
laws at the outset after. those of England. There is 
no unsocial practice, whether in jurisprudence or fi- 
nance, with which the Britigh have not had to deal. 
Theirs, too, was ence a lawless country, in which 
both the courts and the people were corrupt; in 
which the public was brazenly swindled; in which 
the Government was cheated. It is\in dealing with 
such disorders that a nation proves its capacity for 
civilization. The British stepped upon those evils 
with characteristic firmness. wx 
Little by little, our own country follows the example 
of England in all such social respects. What seem 
at the outset the vagaries of idealists become in the 
end the necessities of the nation. Our income tax 
laws hdve never been as effective as those of England. 
This is because powerful interests have made them in- 
effective. Those loopholes in the law through which 
designing lawyers have led so many of our tax dodg- 
ers were not.shot through the law by the bell-muzzled 
gun of legislative incompetence. Many of them 
were put there by the sharpshooters of the Treasury 
under Mellon. He lent his great power to the re- 
duction of surtaxes and excess profits taxes when 
the Government needed them most; to deletion of the 
publicity clause in the tax laws when it alone could 
have apprised the people of what was going on. 
Thanks to the disappearance of the former from the 
law, the Government has had to devise special taxes 
and nuisance taxes in an emergency. Thanks to the 
disappearance of publicity from the law, we have had 
to wait for a senatorial investigation to tell us what 
was going on, 
The morals of a people are what their government 
makes them. The effect of a loose income tax law 
in the United States has been a loose observance of 
it. The effect of a tight income tax law in England 
has been a strict observance of it. It was not alone 
by incorporating themselves time and again, as Wig- 
gin did, that those best able to pay income taxes 
in the United States dodged them. They took losses 
they never suffered, as Mitchell did in the wash sale 
to his wife. They divided their incomes into ostensi- 
ble trusts. This was a bookkeeping device by which 
incomes were distributed among several members 
of a family. This practice is widespread. Like all 
of its kind, it has cost the Government millions. 
The income tax is the fairest of all taxes. It is the 
only means we have of recapturing for the benefit of 
society some part of the excessive wealth taken by 
technological development. We ‘have seen how diffi- 
cult it is to bring about in any other way a fair dis- 
tribution of the national income. In the development 
of the principle which lies at the bottom of the Re 
covery Act, we will some day enjoy a shorter work 
day and week, a better balance between capital and 
labor, and a more uniform state of well-being among 
all the people. Since all the people are necessary to 
the maintenance of an industrial civilization, we can- 
not solve the greatest of all 6ur problems until these 
things are achieved. 
Meanwhile, we must perfect and strengthen the in- 
come tax law. This is one of the prime duties of the 
congressional session which begins next month. 
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HUMAN RIGHTS IN NORTH DAKOTA. 

The anti-eviction proclamation issued by Gov. Wil- 
liam A. Langer of North Dakota is official recogni- 
tion of the growing concept that human rights pre- 
cede property rights. By his action, evictions from 
homes and farms and seizures of necessary house- 
hold goods are stayed until next March 1, unless it 
can be shown that the debtor is able to pay rent and 
care for his family. An eviction or seizure of prop- 
erty can be of only slight financial benefit to the 
creditor, though he be legally entitled to take that 
step. But to the debtor, such action, though “writtén 
in the bond,” may mean the greatest suffering. With 
thousands in his State asking for Federal aid in or- 
der to live, it seemed to Gov. Langer that continuance

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CIVIL WORKS: ST. LOUIS AND. ST. LOUIS COUNTY. 
We wish to direct attention to the outstanding 
record of St. Louis County in regard to the civil 
works program. It is, in our opinion, an almost per- 
fect translation into reality of the President’s idea. 
That idea contemplated speed in getting men to work 
and the greatest possible use of the money allocated 
for wage payments. , 

By last Saturday, though the money was made 
available only a few days earlier, 1089 men had been 
put to work and were eligible for pay. They re 
ceived $9576. By Monday, 2295 men had been put 
to work. Yesterday, 2400 men were at work. Asa B. 
Wallace, chairman of the St. Louis County Committee. 
of the Public Works Administration, anticipates that 


can be employed under the county’s $355,000 civil 
works fund, will be at work. 

Practically every cent of this sum is being spent 
directly for labor, instead of devoting a large part 
of it for tools, materials or supervision. In order to 
make @his possible, county subdivisions are advancing 
funds from their own treasuries for the needed sup- 
plies. Clayton, for example, is putting up $25,000 
for sewer expenditure; University City is devoting 
$16,000 for work on its educational system, $6500 for 
parks and $5000 for sewers. In other words, in St. 
Louis County, the whole burden of getting people 
back to work is not being saddled on Washington. 

St. Louis County has had 4500 families on relief, 
so that the employment of 2600 men takes more than 
half of them out of the soup line. We need hardly 
mention the intangible values that flow from giving 
men an opportunity to earn a living for themselves 
and their families. 

The City of St. Louis can learn from the county. 
By comparison, the city’s progress toward putting the 
civil works program into effect has been discon- 
certingly slow. By Monday, only about 1500 men had 
been put to work, 795 less than were at work in the 
county on Monday. Authority has been granted by 
State Administrator Crossley to employ 5993 men on 
projects to cost about $1,500,000, the amount that 
has been allotted to the city. St. Louis is receiving 
about four times as much as the county has been 
granted, though it plans to employ only a little more 
than twice the number of men. If the county’s ratio 
were followed, the city would be giving work to 10,000 
men, or more. Apparently, it is the city’s intention to 
spend a largé part of the money for supplies. 

This is another example of the backward attitude 
St. Louis has taken toward the question of putting 
men back to work on public improvements. The citi- 
zens have the right to demand that the city itself 
advance funds for expenses of the contemplated im- 
provements, so that the city’s tragic soup line can be 
measurably shortened.

Without sacrifice of 
artistic integrity and without causing a public con- 
troversy, he has'shrewdly met the issue in this in- 
stance. In their efforts to dictate to both Rivera and 
Brangwyn, the Rockefellers have come out second 
best.

The President’s Task 


HE President's stock is listed on many | 


T different exchanges, and the daily quota- 
tions nowadays are by no means all the 
same. 

There was a time when they were. Be- 
tween March and July, it mattered little 
whether you looked for the appraisal at 
home or abroad, in the East or in the West 
or in the South, among Republican con- 
servatives oor Republican progressives, 
among Bryan Democrats or Wilson Demo- 
crats, in the financial centers or the agra- 
rian, among employers or wage-earners. 
There was virtually unanimous and unlim- 
ited approval. In this period, the promise 
of the far-reaching social reforms embodied 
in the legislative program was accompanied 
by a spectacular recovery in agriculture and 
industry. The net result was immensely 
satisfactory. The country as a whole ap- 


proved the intentions of the reforms, while - 


it enjoyed the substance of returning pros- 
perity. 

Beginning in midsummer, these conditions 
began to change. The reforms began to be 
applied. They were brought down from the 
high plane where they could be judged and 
applauded for their intentions into the 
rough reality where they began to bite and 
take hold. At the same time, the pace of 
the recovery was halted and there was in 
fact a considerable recession.’ The het re- 
sult was far from satisfactory. Men who 
bad approved the reforms when they were 
enacted began to challenge them, now that 
they were being put into effect. Others 
challenged them because they were not be- 
ing put into effect quickly and drastically 
enough. It began to be said that the Presi- 
dent was too radical. With equal vehe- 


mence, it was said that he was not radical 


enough. Senator La Follette was reported 
as being unhappy, and likewise Senator 
xeed. The President was attacked by Al 
Smith for listening to professors, and re- 


ports began to emanate from Washington | 


that the professors e unhappy because 


he was not listening to them enough. 


But what had really happened was reason- 
_ably clear. The reforms, however desir; 
able in themselves and for the long run, 
were not promoting recovery. In the ab- 
sence of a sufficiently rapid recovery, the 
reforms themselves did not prosper and 

ere becoming inordinately difficult to ap- 
phy. . 


The charge which is most frequently 
brought against the President is that he is 
an opportunist who veers now to the right 
and now to the left, following no _ single 
course whole-heartedly and clearly. Those 
who bring this charge do-not, I believe, ap- 
preciate as well as he does the circum- 
stances which compel him to work out, step 
by step, a combination of an ordinary cap- 
italistic recovery and a rather far-reaching 
social reconstruction. 

What is the principle of an ordinary cap- 
italistic recovery?: It is, I believe, that pri- 
vate initiative based on the expectation of 


+ private profit revives when the deferred de- 


mand for goods exceeds the accumulated 
supply, and the cost of producing new goods 
is low enough to be profitable. Obviously, 
measures which discourage initiative or 
raise costs before there is an increased vol- 
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ume of profitable sales must delay a capital- 
istic recovery. 

Now what is the premise of the social re- 
construction? It is, I believe, that uncon- 
trolled private initiative produces excessive 
profits that are badly distributed for a few 
boom years, followed by devastating unem- 
ployment and no profits in the ensuing de- 
pression. 

How to stimulate initiative for immediate 
recovery and yet to control it for a long- 
term stability has been the President's prob- 
lem. To find a way of stimulating and yet 
controlling has not been easy, nor has he 
been entirely successful. But no one can 
fuirly judge his administration who does 
not take into account the dual nature of 
his task. 


The question naturally arises whether he 
is right in attempting to find a workable 
blend of stimulation for recovery and con- 
trol for reconstruction. My own view is 
that he had no choice but to make the at- 
tempt. In the first place, had he concen- 
trated exclusively on the orthodox measures 
of recovery, he would not, I believe, have 
achieved much of it. 

It is the fashion to point out that Great 
Britain seems to be recovering without re- 
sort to drastic and novel measures. The 
example is misleading. Great Britain has a 
relatively simple industrial economy com- 
pared with the complex industrial and agri- 
cultural economy of the United States. If 
comparisons are to be made with foreign 
countries, one would have to take Great 
Britain plus Canada and Australia, ne 
them far more closely interrelated 
they are, and then ask whether the meas- 
ures which have been taken in the United 
Kingdom would have sufficed in Australia. 

That is a fairer view, and looked at this 
way, what do we find? We find that on 
such fundamental matters as the value of 
money, the treatment of debts, fixed 
charges and wages, there have been differ- 
ent policies pursued in Britain and in Aus- 


tralia. Stanley Baldwin and Montagu Nor- 


man do not have to make policies that work 
equally well at both ends of the Empire, 
But Franklin Roosevelt does have to make 
policies that work in New York and Iowa. 

But it is not' merely .that the ordinary 
measures suitable to an industrial recovery 
are inadequate to cure the maladjustments 
of the agricultural depression; one must 
also remember that the industrial crisis in 
the United States has disclosed moral fail- 
ures in the financial and industria) world 
which a popular leader could not ignore 
even if he wished to. Thus there is an emo- 


tional impetus behind the reforms, an in- . 


sistence from the conscience of the people, 
that inexorably compels far-reaching re- 
forms. 

We may then ask whether it was pos- 
sible for the President to concentrate on re- 
form and proceed unhesitatingly to a more 
socialized economy. It was not possible for 
him to do that. , 

Unless his reforms are accompanied by 
an econemic revival, they will be resisted 
and discredited, and if persisted in will in 
the end provoke an extreme conservative 
reaction.

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TWO CHANGES IN 
FOOTBALL RULES 
LIKELY IN 1934 


By Davis J. Walsh. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—College 
football is overwhelmingly in favor 
of two major changes in the foot- 
ball coge, effective next year, the 
Football Rules Committee has dis- 
covered through the medium of a 


questionnaire, circulated among 
spokesmen for various sections of 
the country. 


The first change, it was said on 
the best of authority today, would 
return to football the run-with-the- 
fumble play by defending team. The 
second would re-introduce, on the 
same basis, the run-with-the-funi- 
bled punt. In other words, foot- 
ball, having had its fling at eccen- 
tricity over a period of the last five 
years, is about to go reactionary. 
These are not really changes; 
they’re a reversion to old days and 
old ways, an amendment to the 
amendment or, in other words, re- 
peal. 

Committee Gets Answer. 
Anyhow, the Football Rules Com- 
mittee has begged the question and 
now has its response, which was 
favorable through New England, 
the South, the Far West and the 
Middle Atlantic States, Only the 
Middle West, it seems, was tepid 
and, in some cases, actively nega- 
tive. 

Roughly speaking, the question- 
naire brought up these points: 
1.In the event of a fumble, 
should the defending team, in re- 
covering the ball, be permitted to 
advance it beyond the point of re- 
covery? (The answer was over- 
whelmingly “yes.”) 


should the kicking team, in recov- 
ering the ball, be permitted to ad- 
vance it? The answer again was 
overwhelmingly “yes.” 

3. In the case of a fumbled or 
mis-directed lateral pass, should 
the same privilege of advancing the 
ball be accorded both sides? (The 
answer this time was largely “no.”) 
The reaction in this case is un- 
derstandable in view of the late- 
season tendency to use the lateral 
pass downfield or after the ball 
had been advanced beyond the line 
of scrimmage. Many teams were 
employing the lateral after a suc- 
cessful completion of a forward 
pass and often with effect. 

Under Present Rules. 
Under the present rules, a fail- 
use to complete the lateral still 
leaves the attacking team an equal 
chance to recover the bal] and, in 
the event that the recovery in 
question is not made, the effect is 
even less damaging than an inter- 
ception of a forward pass, _ since 
the ball cannot be advanced. 
Anyhow, this structure they call 
the football code needs less confu- 
sion, not more, and besides nobody 
wants to discourage the lateral 
pass just at a time when football 
suddenly seems ready to accept it. 
In other words, the rules commit- 
tee can’t very well give football 
strategists the lateral pass, when 
they don’t want it, and then take 
i away, when they‘ do.

A standardized baseball, used 
throughout the nation where the 
game is organized, would be a tre- 
mendous factor in baseball's march 
back to prosperity for majors and 
minors alike, the American League 
head said. ~ 

Standardization Results. 

“A uniform baseball for all or- 
ganized baseball not‘only would im- 
prove the game, but would result 
in the saving of vast sums of 
money now wasted,” Harridge ex- 
plained. “For years, club owners 
have been wasting big sums of 
cash on players, who are permitted 
to compile staggering and dizzy 
batting averages with unusually 
lively basebaJls. The club owners 
notice that Joe Doe batted .400 in 
some league of lower classification 
and stage a race among their 
scouts to land his contract. What 
happens? When Joe’Doe has to 
bat against a conservative baseball, 
he can’t hit his weight. The re- 
sult, naturally, is that a club own- 
er loses badly needed cash because, 
he was fooled by the averages. Not 
only major league club owners are 
fooled this way. The same losses 
are incurred right down the line as 
league after league dips into the 
player marts for material.” 

So far, Harridge explained 
further, the American League club 
owners haven’t had an opportunity 
to discuss the National League pro- 
posal for a uniform baseball among 
the two majors, but the question 
will be taken up at the annual 
Iéague meeting Dec. 12 to 14. The 
only hitch seen in the proposal is 
the possibility that contracts for the 
1934 baseballs may interfere. Last 
season, the National League ball 
was similar to that used in the 
American except that the cover 
was about “two hairs” thicker.

New Issues. 


CANAL ZONE-—The 3s. violet 
NRA stamp has been overprinted 
“Canal Zone” for use here. 


GREECE—In addition to the set 
recently put out for the Italian 
Aero-espresso Company, the Greek 
Government has issued a set of air- 
mail stamps which will be used on 
all lines not controlled by the Italian 
corporation. This series will con- 
sist of seven values in three designs 
as follows: 50L green; Idr pale ma- 
roon, and 25dr light blue, showing a 
monoplane in flight over the map of 
Greece. The 5dr blue and 50dr 
brown show a plane over the Acrop- 
olis and the 2dr mauve and 10dr 
red picture a plane over the Icarian 
Islands. The Greek flag is also 
shown on the last two values. 


HUNGARY—Scotts No. 1286, 50f. 
rose red has been surcharged with 
a new figure of value 12f and bars. 
This surcharge is similar to Scotts 
No. 1304-1308 and are on a postage 
due stamp. 


IVORY COAST—The Haute-Vol- 
ta stamps which were overprinted 
for use here are provisionals and 
will shortly be replaced by new de- 
signs. Of the overprints the 5c and 
15¢e stocks are exhausted. There 
were only 75,000 sets overprinted. 

JUGOSLAVIA—The 50c blue and 
carmine of the current set has been 
overprinted with a Red Cross and 
a portion of the face value will go 
to the aid of this organization. 

NEW ZEALAND—Early next 
year a new postal series consist- 
ing of 14 values from the 14d to the 
3sh will be issued. The stamps will 
portray the native races, funa and 
flora. The designs have been seen 
in England and have been very se-. 
verely criticised. 

NICARAGUA — Four surcharges 
have just been released here. They 
are all airmail stamps. The designs 
are of Mount Momotombo printed 
in new colors and surcharged with 
new values as follows: 30¢ on 50c 
red orange, 35c on 50c bright blue, 
40c and lcor yellow, 55c on lcor dark 
green. 

PHILIPPINES—More  informa- 
tion has been released concerning 
the series of 14 pictorials which are 
to be issued next year by the Is- 
lands. The stamps will be in three 
sizes, the first a little larger than 


our regular United States stamps. 


The values for this size will be 2c. 
black, 6c. violet and 16c. blue. The 
second size will be large horizontal 
oblongs very similar in size to the 
George Rogers Clark stamp. The 
values will be 4c. green, &c. brown, 
10e, red, 12c. red orange, 20c. yellow, 
26¢. purple and 30c. grey.

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LITTLE woman is Dr. Yi- 
Fang Wu, as is the nature of 
many of the Chinese race, but 
she impresses you as a big woman. 
That is, when she is addressing an 
audience on the new woman of 
China, or the logic of Chinese peo- 
ple adopting Christianity until she 
stands next to one, and one real- 
izes she is only shoulder high to 
an average person, that despite her 
round fullness of face her features 
are smal) and her build rather deli- 
cate. It is her energy, her fullness 
of character, that make her seem 
large at first, because her person- 
ality dominates her environment. 
Dr. Wu is president. of Ginling 
College, Nanking, China, which is a 
Christian college, so that Dr. Wu 
is in a way a missionary in her own 
country. She visited St. Louis for 
the recent missionary conference 
sponsored by the Metropolitan 
Church Federation, and made ad- 
dresses hete toward increased in- 
terest in foreign missions. But Dr. 
Wu is rather a surprising mission- 
ary. She is very practical about 
religion and the preaching of Chris- 
tianity; it is not a replacing of one 
faith for another because the one 
being replaced is evil and unmoral; 
it is a case of old religion having 
grown obsolete, illogical, and one 
more suitable and all-embracing, as 
well as true taking its place to sat- 
isfy the spiritual needs of a people. 


“Christianity is taking hold in 
China because of the need of a new 
spiritual conception of life, a broad- 
er viewpoint from that which for 
several years kept the Chinese peo- 
ple under the old patriarchal sys- 
tem,” she explained in precise, 
“clipped” English, the while trying 
to make her point more clear with 
gestures. “With a broader, more 
world-wide outlook brought about 
by the increasing contact with oth- 
er peoples, a spiritual purpose, a 
spiritual fulfillment is needed. Chi- 
na is finding it in Christianity. 


“China has been a civilized coun- 
try for thousancs of years, and for 
thousands of years has reverenced 
Heaven. The Emperor represented 
the will of Heaven, and spoke for 
it. Sages also there were who gave 
the people a civil and ethical code, 
so that for 5000 years China kept 
on with its civilization little 
changed. 


“But times changed, and the coun- 
try came into contact with the 
Western world. In the clash of the 
civilizations China was defeated. 
The educated Chinese began to feel 
that they had relied too much on 
the development of the fine arts, 
the classical and materialistic side, 
to the detriment of spiritual devel- 
opment, 


“With the realization the reform

leaders of modernization tried to 
strengthen the people along the 
lines of the Western culture, to em- 
phasize the things immediately im- 
portant, such as industries, the 
manufacturing of. goods. The con- 
tact with the Western world 
brought a strong reaction against 
the old order, in favor of the new.” 
* ° 2 

Dr. Wu, having dedicated her 
life to the introduction of Chris- 
tianity into China, evidenced most 
interest in that subject, but she 
also became enthused on the mat- 
ter of the improved condition of 
Chinese women under the new or- 
der. There was in her discussion 
rather obvious traces of an asso- 


ciation of the two; of the feeling 
that Christianity is responsible for 
the equality of women in the West- 
ern world, because of its tenet of 
the brotherhood of Man. 

And where under the patriarchal 
system women were insignificant 
creatures, mere chattels of a male 
master, Chinese women under the 
new order have already achieved 
almost miraculous rights, consider- 
ing her former station, and is rap- 
idly becoming more and more im- 
portant. ;

She is interested in 
the expansion of feminine activity 
away from the mere idea of indi- 
vidual development into an interest 
in genera] welfare. One of the out- 
standing methods whereby she en- 
courages the girl students, who 
number somewhat in excess of 200, 
to passing on their advantages, is 
in teaching. 3 

The schools established in China, 
she says, are not yet adequate to 
caré for all the population which 
would like to attend, and also the 
extreme poverty of so many of the 
people prevents the children from 
attending because of lack even of 
the small amount necessary for 
books. So the students have estab- 
lished a free day school, where any- 
one from the surrounding district 
can obtain an elementary education. 
Also a number of the girls have 
volunteered as tutors, so that most 
of the servants at the college, form- 
erly illiterates, have learned to read 


and write. In addition a part of the 
routine of the girls to visit 
homes around N ng, and try 


to pass on to the people the knowl- 
edge they have gained, as well us 
to give medical and other assist- 
ance, 

Dr. Wu has been in America for 
several] months during the present 
visit. She came to the United States 
as one of the guest speakers at the 
International Congress of Women, 
held in Chicago in July. In August, 
she was a delegate to the Institute 
of Pacific Relations at Banff, Can- 
ada. Her active interest in the ex- 
pansion of the Chinese character 
has made her one of the leading 
feminine leaders of her country, 
and internationally known. Her 
viewpoint is largely international, 
embracing mankind as a whole, 
rather than national. 

“There has been, I believe, too 
much talk of the need for the fully 
expanded individual. The individual 
who builds up his own self-expres- 
sion and self-development is not 
contributing his best to the world.’ 
It is not enough to advance his own 
interests. He must work for the 
good of all people.” 

However, despite her general ac- 
ceptance of Western ideas, Dr. Wu 
retains much of the spirit of China. 
Even her dress is Chinese in char- 
acter. When interviewed she wore 
a gray costume with high “choker” 
collar, long sleeves, and rather a 
straight silhouette, with the skirt, 
a slit effect along the lower sides, 
reaching nearly to the ankles. Her 
early training, of course, was Chi- 
nese. It was not until she attended 
Ginling College in her adolescence 
that she came into close contact 
with Western ideas and influenc-s. 
It was at the college that she be- 
came a convert to Christianity.

Mine children find difficulty 


in learning how to read until 
they find in books some rela- 
tionship to their own interests in 
life. 

One small boy had sruggled for 
weeks and months and scarcely fin- 
ished the first reader, when some- 
one gave him a book of ships. It 
happened that ships were his hob- 
by, and within a few days he was 
able to read even the longest words 
in the captions which accompanied 
the pictures. He was never col- 
scious of any effort in doing this, 
and his reading from that time pre- 
sented no problems. 

Another child had been through 
the third reader and was still 
stumbling and hesitating over the 
simplest words. Finally his mother 
discontinued the lessons. She did 
not scold the child, but simply told 
him that since it was plain that he 
did not want to read yet, she felt 
that it was foolish to waste time. 

But she continued, without the 
child’s being aware of her plan, to 
tempt his tastes by giving him or 
calling to his attention books which 
she thought he might like. One of 
these books was Lear’s Nonsense 
Rhymes. The effect of the gift was 
magic. The child learned the 
rhymes by heart, and by the end of 
a short time was an accomplished 
reader. 

These stoppages in learning how 
to read come with every child, -nd 
the teacher, whoever it may be, 
must then find the one book or 
subject which will touch the spring 
of interest in the child and push 
him over the last hazard, which is 
the line between learning to read 
and having become a finished rea- 
der. 

The child who is learning to read 
still has to be taught, and his ef- 
forts are confined to the period of 
his lessons; the child who has 
learned may not really read better, 
but he has reached the place where 
he is striking out for himself.

It shows 
willingness to play ct three spades, 
unwillingness to rebid hearts, and 
some outside high cards which are 
likely to eliminate some losers from 
North’s hand. West passed, having 
no wish to disturb a contract so de- 
sirable from his own point of view. 
Now North takes the strain and 
bids four spades, knowing that the 
spades are not massed against him 
and that he is sure to get to dum- 
my’s hand at least once in a red 
suit, and probably also with a 
trump. South would have to pass 
if North had bid only three spades, 
as the inference would then be that 
his bidding was solely defensive. 

Had North Merely Overcalled. 

Had North bid a spade instead of 
doubling on the first round, South 
would have a hard decision whether 
to bid a no trump or two hearts. 
Being vulnerable, it seems certain 
that North’s overcall would not be 
made on a four-card suit. Conse- 
quently South would, I think bid his 
hearts. West could now double—a 
mixture of informative double and 
business double, inferring support 
for diamonds and willingness to 
play in three clubs if East has noth- 
ing else to offer. North is now com- 
pelled to rebid spades; but South, 
doubtful whether this rebid could 
be anything but a rescue, could 
hardly do anything but pass. As a 
matter of fact, many regretted that 
they did not stop at three spades 
because they were set at four when 
East used his head. Nevertheless, I 
do think that four spades is the 
proper contract to reach; and if 
North doubles the club bid, they 
can hardly fail to get to game in 
spades by the bidding as first given.

EARS ago Frederick Taylor, 
y known the world over as the 
father of scientific manage- 
ment, showed the need for efficien- 
cy in industrial management. His 
ideas spread until now it is a com- 
monplace feature of factory admin- 
istration to study such things as 
the number of motions necessary to 
produce a given piece of work and 
the time rate at which production 
should be carried on. But alas, even 
here it has been found that. too 
much efficiency may bring with it 
what is regarded as the curse of ur- 
employment, and that efficiency 
may be pushed to the point where 
the law of diminishing returns ex- 
acts a toll of rising costs that nul- 
lify the gains. 
It may seem strange to draw an 
analogy between factory manazge- 
ment and the home, but the mother 
whose overdeveloped sense of order 
drove her daughter away from 
home probably regarded herself as 
an efficient homemaker and did not 
distinguish between the technique 
housekeéping and the fine art of 
homemaking; the unhappiness of 
the daughter is an example of the 
law of diminishing returns in terms 
of family life. Factories under our 
present capitalistic system are oper- 
ated not primarily for the comfort 
and well-being of the workers but 
for monetary profit, while the home 
has or should have, as its goal, the 
human factor, the happiness and 
welfare of every member of the 
family group. A slovenly home de- 
feats this end, a too-orderly home 
make likewise defeat this end.

Will Do Likewise —Happiness Is the Goal, Not 


Just Mere Technical Perfection.

Of course, there are many rami- 
fications to the parent-parent re- 
lationship such as the problems in- 
volved in their affectional attitude 
toward each other, those involved 
in their education and social status 
and many others; but here it will 
be sufficient to emphasize the econ- 
omic or money aspect of their rela- 
tion to each other. It is a well- 
known fact that next to sex in- 
eompatibility, money is the most 
important cause of many marital 
shipwrecks. I remember one sum- 
mer a number of years ago, no- 
ticing that a guest at a very prim- 
itive summer resort, every after- 
noon wore a different dress not at 
all in keeping with the simplicity 
expressive of good taste in such 
an environment. One day she told 
me the following story: “Doesn't it 
seem ridiculous wearing such 
clothes in this place? But you see 
I am a woman in revolt. My hus- 
band doesn’t even know where I 
am. I left before the bills came 
in. For years I have been doing 
all my own housework, making my 
own and my children’s clothes. IL 
always understood that we were in 
straightened circumstances and it 
was just a month ago that I dis- 
covered by chance that our income 
was a large one and that my hus 
band was hoarding money at my 
expense. This dress orgy of mine 
is intended to give him a much- 
needed lesson.” 


I never did hear the final results 
of the lesson, but the. story re- 
mained in my mind as an example 


of lack of square dealing, and with- 
out square dealing there can be 
neither mutual respect nor self-re- 
spect. In every home the family 
finances must be so organized as to 
deal honestly and fairly withthe 
varying needs of its individual 
members. Who shall manage the 
income and pay the bills depends 
upon many things, and it is an im- 
portant obligation of each .mar- 
ried couple to work out the partic- 
ular plan that will best suit their 
particular situation, but whatever 
the plan may be, it cannot possi- 
bly be successful without co-opera- 
tion from both sides. The combina- 
tion of a miserly husband and an 
extravagant wife, or vice versa, or 
bickerings over money matters 
from any other cause will produce 
fatal retults.

In a healthy parent-child re- 
lationship, the child obtains a 
feeling of security because he is 
loved and wanted. Many books 
have been written about the needs 
of the child in this respect, and 
about the ill effects upon his per- 
sonality when they are lacking. 
Here, however, let us focus our at- 
tention upon the sense of well- 
being that comes to the child from 
being a member of a well-organized 
home, upon the discipline he gets 
from a well-established but not too 
rigid routine. It is in the home 
that the child learns the meaning 
of give and take, of co-operating 
for the common good, of interde- 
pendence, which means that the 
welfare of each member of the 
family is dependent upon the well- 
fare of all.

N the character development of 
| the child, money also plays its part 

and yet there is no question so mis, 
understood by parents. They forget 
that children, like adults, learn to 
use money by using it, even if at 
times it is used foolishly. What 
adult, I should like to know, has 
never been guilty of spending 
money unwisely. A child’s allow- 
ance belongs to him as a matter of 
right because he is a member of 
the family group, and good home 
organization takes *this into ac- 
count never inflicting punishment 
affecting this right. A place in 
which the child can play, where he 
can be as creatively disorderly as 
the type of play requires, is also 
necessary, and yet many so-called 
efficient housekeepers think in 
terms of a parlor first and the 
child’s needs last. I call to mind 
one youngster in particular who, as 
his mother said, was a “perfect 
pest” at home. He messed up the 
house so that it never was fit for 
company. The boy slept in the din- 
ing room, didn’t even have a closet 
in which to keep his possessions, 
yet that home had a living room in 
addition to a dining’: room. As the 
boy grew older he sought the street 
as a refuge from the nagging at 
home. Today he is a “problem 
child,” a misfit in society. The need 
for privacy in home life has never 
been stressed enough. The daugh- 
ter mentioned in the first para- 
graph probably would never have 
left home had she had a room sa- 
cred to her possessions, in which 
she could have relaxed without fear 
of reprimand. s 

‘It is in the home that the child 
first learns respect for the order- 
ly conduct of affairs. The parental 
attitudes toward such things as the 
movie, the radio, and the automo- 
bile have considerable effect upon 
him. Such things as these can en- 
rich home life, they can also be 
factors leading to its disintegra- 
tion.

(This is the twelfth of a series of 
daily articles by Horatio F. Stoll, 
noted wine authority, on how vo 
judge, choose, keep and _ serve 
wines.) 


T is a curious side-light of pro- 
| nivition that it to some extent 

helped convert the American 
people to a wine diet. Twice as 
much wine was made and con- 
sumed in this land during prohibi- 
tion as was produced in the years 
preceding prohibition. 

The story of the struggle to pro- 
duce good wines in this country is 
one of the romances of American 
industry. American wines have a 
story behind them that is quite as 
glamorous as that of the wines im- 
ported from foreign lands. The 
story goes back to the very discov- 
ery of this continent by Leif Eric- 
son, in the year 1000. He named 
the whole land Vinland, because of 
the profusion of grape vines near 
the shore. 

Five hundred years later, the 
Spaniards brought the first Euro- 
pean wine grape vines to America 
and transplanted them to. the land 
around monasteries in Mexico. In 
the next century, Sir Walter Ra- 
leigh was an enthusiastic advocate 
of developing in the new world an 


English source of wine which 
would be independent of France 
and Spain. Queen Elizabeth agreed 


to sponsor the colony of vineyard- 
ists proposed by Raleigh, but unfor- 
tunately had Raleigh’s head cut off 
before he could establish the new 
industry in America. 

The English colonists in New 
York, New Jersey, the Virginias 
and the Carolinas, and the Ger- 
mans in Pennsylvania, all made at- 
tempts to establish vineyards. In 
several of the colonies, public 
money was appropriated to engage 
experienced vineyardists and wine 
makers, notably from France, to 
establish the industry in the new 
world. 

Unfortunately, instead of domes- 
ticating the native American grape, 
the foreign vineyardists imported 
European grape varieties which did 
not flourish along the Atlantic sea- 
board. Even to this day attempts 


America is one of the wine lands of the world. 


failed in the eastern and middle 
western states, and American wines 
are produced from native Ameri- 
can grapes. 

It .was not until they abandoned 
European grape types and domes- 
ticated the native American vines 
that Eastern American vineyatd- 
ists were successful in their grape 
culture. That was-in the middle 
of the last century. Then, Nicholas 
Longworth, Senior, developed the 
native Catawba grape around Cin- 
cinnati. He and his neighbors 
were so active in their plantings 
that the Ohio became known 4s 
“The Rhineland of America.” Un- 
fortunately, disease destroyed most 
of these vineyards, and the Ohio 
grape and wine industry shifted to 
the shores of Lake Erie. 

In .North Carolina and Vir- 
ginia, the Weller family pioneered 
with the Scuppernong grape. I* 
was never completely domesticated, 
but became a great white wine 
producer although preferring to 
this day to grow in semi-wild 
state along the farmer’s fences. 

In New York and New Jersey, 
the Concord family yielded several 
valuable grape types. Around the 
Finger Lakes of Upper New York; 
in the peculiar shale soils which 
resemble in some ways the chalky 
hills of the Champagne region of 
France, vineyardists developed a 
grape renowned for Champagne 
making. - 

Sometimes the discovery of a 
good grape variety was purely an 
accident, as is demonstrated by 
the story of Henry Ives, a tailor of 
Cincinnati. Ives was fond of 
grapes, and while he was sitting at 
his table working, he was in the 
habit of eating grapes and throw- 
ing the, seeds out of the window. 

One spring he noticed a tiny 
grape vine growing outside. Ives 
carefully tended this little vine and 
in a few years it bore fruit, from 
which he was able to make good 
wine. The fame of his vine spread, 
and many people came for cuttings 
from the Ives Seedling. Today 
many thousands of Ives Seedlings 
grow in the vineyards of the East- 
ern States.
